Kaiser’s Daughter 
To Wed This Summer 


Berlin, Feb, 24.—It is rumored in 
court circles here that the wedding of 
Princess Victoria Loulse and Prince 
Ernest August will take place before 
the end of the summer, instead of 
wbout the time of the Kaliserin's 
virthday, in October, as originally 
planned. The princess is going 
throuxh a course of training for 
matrimony. Three times a week she 
plays mother to the Kaiser's house- 
hdld, pouring out her fatehr’s coffee 
and cutting and uttering bread for 
him before he stants on his morning 
Tide at an hour when most people are 
in bed. She also gets luncheon on 
short notice. Besides studying cook- 
ery she is learning to keep house- 
hold accounts. When she was in 
the Schoolroom she had a collection 
of dolls, for which she had as much 
cate ws though they owere real chil- 
dren 

Economy in th matter of dress al- 
ways has (been impressed upon her, 
and though her allowance has been 
increased in recent years she still is 
required to pay close attention to the 
cost of her gown, 

Socialists In the Reichstag attacked 
the Kaiser bitterly this week for his 
extravagent expenditure on his yacht, 
the Hohenzolleftn, and questioned his 
ability as a sailor. The government 
included in the naval estimates $2,- 
500,000 for rebuilding the royal yacht, 
which was laid down in 1890, and is 
not considered luxurious, safe of fom 
enough for present purposes. 

Herr Ledebour, Socialist, declared 
that naval estimates took into con- 
sideration only warships and not 
pleasure yachts for the Kaiser. 

“If the Kaiser, as commander-in- 
chief, requires an _ official vessel,” 
said Ledbour, “every tattieship has 
special sultes of rooms for that pur- 
pose, lf the Kaiser wants a private 
ship, let him pay for it himself.” 

Another Socialist member Said the 
Kalser was utterly unfit to command 
any naval manoeuvre, never having 
Passed any examination or test, 
and that he was merely an amateur 
Sailor. 

Admiral Von ‘Tirpitz protested 
warmly against the last speech. He 
declared that the Kaiser's knowledge 
of naval matters was complete, as he 
often had reason to ascertain person- 
aily during the last 26 years. The 
government's proposal was finally 
adopted, in spite of the Socialist op- 
position,

Secretary's Report of Edmonton 
Branch of Canadian 
Handicrafts Guild, 
During the year 1912 our iocal 
branch of the guild has made great 
progress, the membership roll now 


numbers eight-six members in the 
city and seven in Calgary. 

In April a regular salesroom wags 
opened in connection with the Blue 


Moon Tea Rooms, with Miss Sey- 
mour in charge. In September Miss 
Seymour resigned and was succeeded 
by Miss Dawson. 

Our agent's report will show what 
a success our venture has been. And 
in most of the best furnished homes 
of the city the beautiful hand woven 
catalogue rugs or portieres are to 
be found, 

In September Miss Steen, the agent 
for Montreal, visited Edmonton; she 
was much astonished at the work ac- 
complished by our branch and told 
us we had met with greater success 
then most new branches. She also 
told us that the Ruthenian work 
which we sent to Montreal was much 
admired, 

Early in November an exhibition 
and sale of work was held at Cal- 
fary. Mrs. Dickens and Miss Hughes 
who went down with the work were 
much impressed by the evident wide- 
spread interest in the Guild; this was 
no doubt due in part to the splendid 
advertising given to the guild for 
two weeks before the exhibition. The 
expenses in connection with the ex- 
hibition were considerable, leaving the 
net profit of the sales only about 
twelve dollars, but the widespread in- 
terest created in the guild will prove 
of immense value to the work. 

The December card party was 
given at the Blue Moon Tea Rooms 
to help in meeting the expenses of 
our agency, but we were unfortun- 
ate in having a poor attendance, and 
our profits were small. 

The head office gave us a cheque 
for one hundred dollars to help out 
the extension work. We have been 
greatly handicapped for funds; if our 
finances were in better shape the 
socjety could do excellent work in 
Edmonten—woerk that is urgently 
needed and would be much appreciat- 
ed. 

It has been suggested that an ad- 
visory board of men be appointed 
to help with the finances of the 
guild.

THE MISERICORDIA 
HOSPITAL BY-LAW. 
Editor Bulletin : 

Sir,—I am somewhat surprised at the 
opposition that has arisen re the grant 
of $240,000 for the Misericofdia hospital 
extension. The futerests of the citizens are 
well safeguarded by the proposed repre- 
sentation of the efty by three members on 
a board of ‘seven, and a judicious sola- 
tion of three good men will greatly add 
to the efficient control of this valued in- 
stitution. I cannot help feeling that there 
is some yery Unsound and rather narrow- 
minded bias in this opposition. On be 
half of an Edmonton Patriotic Lodge I 
have been visiting the various city hospil- 
tals regularly for something like three 
years. During that time I have met all 
sorts and conditions of people in them, 
Though mine has not been a_ religious 
mission, the denomination of the patients 
frequently comes to my knowledge,, and 
I bave always found that the non-Catho- 
Ne patients are as well treated by the 
Sisters and nurses in the Catholic hos- 
pitals as the adherents of the Roman Ca- 
tholic faitu. A few days ago I met a 
new patient who was very sick indeed 
ile was one who called for my attention, 
I had not said much to him before he ex- 
pressed his very strong misgivings at 
having been brought to a Catholic insti- 
tution, I asked his reason for telling me 
what he did. He drew me to him and 
whispered: “I am a Protestant, and was 
never in euch a place before.” He was 
very, very sick, and I did my best to re- 
assure him, I told him of what I knew, 
that all patients were treated equally well 
whether Catholic or Protestant, and ad- 
vised him to trust the doctor, Sisters and 
nurses, for their anxiety would be to get 
him well as quickly as possible. I saw 
him again today and found him well on 
the way to recovery. I sald to him: 
“How are you being treated?” He said 
he could not have been treated better, and 
was looking forward to the time when he 
would be well again. 

1 mention this as one of many similar 
instances I have met. 

The Misercordia Hospital well deserves 
the support of the city of Edmonton, for 
they never refuse to receive a patient of 
any kind if they can make room in any 
way. I write this in my anxiety to let 
the rate-payers have an opportunity of 
hearing from one who knows what he ts 
writing about, so that they may not be 
led blindly to vote against a thing sorely 
needed—more hospital accommodations,

No Regret is Expressed in Mexico 
Over Slaying of Madero and Saurez 


Official Explanation of Killing is Accepted hy Populace Who | 


Fear Iron Hand of Huerta and Diaz. 


United States 


Preparing For Intervention if Neccessary. 


Chicago, Ills, Feb. 24—Major 
General William M. Carter, 
commanding the second division, 
United States army, was order- 
ed today to hold himséf and ai- 
visional headquarters in. readi- 
ness to respond at any moment 
to ordera to procéed south. The 
fourth and sixth brigades, which 
have received similar orders, are 
in General Carter's division. ; 

Similar Orders in Washington. 


Washington, Feb. 24 -~, The 
fourth brigade of the second 
army division, and the entire 
sixth brigade, were ordered to- 


day to prepare to entrain to join 
other troops being mobilized, 
This is \part of the plan to asséem- 
ble a complete ,military organi- 


zation for any ‘untoward events 
in Mexico, 
Mexico City, Mex,, Feb. 24 — It 


was officlally announced today that, 
in view of the charges that have been 
made In connection with the killing 
of former President Francisco I. Ma- 
dero and former Vice-President Jose 
Pino Saurez, copies of al) testimony 
and documents bearing on the in- 
quiry will be furdighed the diploma- 
tic corps. 

The bodies of Madero and Suarez 
were turned oyer to their relatives 
only after the American anvbassador 
had interceded with the government 
and demanded that this action be 
taken, 

The autopsy showed that Madero's 
death was caused by two bullets 
which struck him in the back of the 
head. There were no other wounds 
on his body. Pino Suarez had eight 
wounds in the chest and abdomer 

Madero's body was taken to the 
residence of his dead brother, Gus- 
tavo, and that of Pino Suarez to his 
home. 

No Regret Over Killing. 

If there is any regret over the slay- 
ing of the two former chief officials 
of the Republic, it is not apparent 
here, excepting in the immediate fa- 
milles and closest friends of the dead 
men, But whether this indifference 
Is real or whether it is because the 
people are afraid to demonstrate 
their real feelings, Is difficult to fa- 
thom, Most of the leading residents 
of the city insist that they prefer 


ee at iia 


the openly declared dictatorship to 
“Madero despotism under the pre- 
tense of democracy.” 

The people now understand that 


they must obey without question any 
commands of either Huerta or Diaz 
or suffer quick and gure punish- 
ment. They say that they believe the 
return to the days and methods of 
Porfilrio Diaz is necessary if the 
country is to be placed on a stable 
basis. 
No Ostentatious Display, 

No ,announcement has yet been 
made regarding the burial of Madero 
or Suarez, It is known that’ the

W. Bower Ismay, Leading British

London, Feb. 24--W. Bower Ia- 
may, Whose trainer and jockey has 
been warned off the turf by the stew- 
ards of the National Hunt Steeple- 
chase, is taking legal advice about 
proceeding against the stewards for 
libel. ‘The stewards’ decree contain- 
ed a clause strongly advising Ismay 
to look more closely after the ruh- 
ning of his horses, which Ismay con- 
tends implies a slur on his sports- 
manship.

Already, in 
many cases, the authorities have al- 
lotted it to continue to the brink 
death, If they were to decide defin- 
itely in advance not to grant release 
in any circumstances, I doubt wheth- 
er a single hunger striker would de- 
sist until the supreme penalty had 
been paid.”

CHICAGO GRAIN MARKET 

GHICAGO, Feb. 24.-Surprise at the big 
decrease in the visible supply gave the 
wheat market to-day a lift. Closihg 
prices were firm at 1-4 to 5-8 net advalite. 
The outcome for corn was unchanged to 
1-8 at 1-4 up and oats a gain of a shade. 

Instead of falling off in the visible 
supply wheat traders were looking for a 
decided enlargepent of the total. Strégth 
developed also as a result of the improved 
demand here from exporters. Omaba tdo 
sent word of activity on tbe foreign ac- 
count and by milling interests. Most of 
the wheat advance came late in the ses- 
sion and was partly due to pit short 
covering because of a local election boll- 
day to-morrow. Reduced estimates Of the 
Canadian yield tended likewise to aid the 
lulls. Cold weather in the wintercrop 
belt was not a source of worry, snow 
protection being ample. Primary receipts 
of wheat were 1,585,000 bushels agalust
